This  little  book  is  an  attempt  to  pbice  tho  poetical 
passages  of  the  Irstorical  hooks  of  the  Old  Testament 
in  their  historic  settinsr.  or  oeeasion :  to  express  them 
in  their  natural  form  of  poetic  rhythm,  and  to  set  forth, 
in  brief,  their  substance  and  arrangement. 

No  attempt  has  been  nmde  to  reason  out  at  length 
the  intricate  problem  of  date  and  authorship,  but  the 
principle  on  which  these  may  be  determined  is  stated, 
Jind  the  historic  setting,  as  well  as  the  probable  occasion 
for  the  poem,  is  given. 

Nor  was  it  found  possible  to  give  reasons  for  any 
choice  in  ca-ses  whe^e  the  translation  differs  from  other 
received  versions  of  Scripture.  This  could  only  be  done 
in  a  more  extended  treatise. 

All  that  is  hoped  for  is.  that  the  translations  and 

explanations  may  enable  readers  U    better  understand 

some   of   those   portions   of   Scripi...,'   often    found   so 

difficult,

That  the  birth 
especially  of  a  n.an  child,  amon-  the  Hebrews,  should 
be  the  o<.,.asion  of  joy.  an,l  even  of  son-  is  both  natural 
nnd  probable:  and  especially  would  this  be  the  case  if 
tlie  child  were  viewe,!  as  the  t„|<eM  of  divine  favour,  or

The  second  view  is.  that  they  are  the  product  of  a 
later  a?e,   and  of  the   -eflectiv,.   mind    in   Israel      The 
Hebrews  loved  to  picture  the  fortunes  of  the  people  of 
their  acquaintance  as  foreshadowed  in  their  ancestoiN 
and.    wliere   traditions   did    not   exist   re-ardin-   them' 
coming  down  from  antiquity,  sonfjs.  arisin-  out  of  other 
circumstances,  but  which  seemed  suitable  to  them    .vere 
attributed  to  them,  by  later  writers.     In  so  attributing, 
appropriate  son-s  <.f  a  later  time  to  their  ancestors   the 
writers    of    scripture     merely    exercise     the    i-hetorical 
lioerty  of  all  early  historians.

The  son^-s  of  Weal  and  \V(»(>.  likt>  tho  Birth-songs, 
I'lay  l)e  interpreted  in  either  of  two  ways:  either  as  con- 
temporary of  the  events,  and  by  tlie  author  of  the 
blessinjr;  or  as  the  reflections  of  a  later  day,  attribntinir 
to  the  patriarchs  premonitions  of  the  rntnre,  and  incor- 
porati  ^'  them  in  verse.  The  view  to  be  taken  must  in 
each  case  be  determined  by  the  evidence. 

That  parents  in  early  times  sliould  be  moved  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  to  have  intuitions  of  the  coming  weal  and 
woe  of  their  children,  and  to  express  these  forecasts  in 
verse,  is  possible;  and  that  these  forecasts  should  per- 
severe, and  at  length  be  embodied  in  history,  is  natural. 

On  the  other  hand,  that  the  authors  of  Scripture 
sliould  incorporate  in  their  narrative  the  songs  of  bless- 
ing of  a  later  day.  embodying  traditions,  or  t  ■:',able  to, 
and  interpretative  of.  the  minds  of  their  tribal  or  religi- 
ous ancestors,  is  also  probable.  The  Hebrew  people 
delighted  to  trace  the  course  of  their  national  life  bac': 
to  its  cause  in  the  purpose  of  CJod,  a  purpose  they  con- 
ceived as  graciously  revealed  to  their  great  ancestors. 

Being  the  idealizing  of  early  traditions,  the  songs, 
from  being  local  and  domestic,  become  national  and 
universal.

Some  there  are  who  view  the  poem  as  by  a  later 
hand,  and,  thouirh  written  in  his  name,  expressing  th" 
exalted  view  which  the  nation  had  of  him.  and  his  rule. 
This  would  meet  the  difficulty  one  feels  in  having  David 
speak  of  himself  as  "The  joy  of  Israel's  psalter."  The 
song  is  in  harmony  with  many  other  parts  of  Scripture. 
Avhich  speak  approvingly  of  the  gracious  and  righteous 
rule  of  David,  and  in  fact  created  him  the  royal  content 
of  the  blessed  messianic  hope  of  the  people.  These
